COLUMBUS, Ohio ^ R e p u b li­ 
can LL Gov. John W. Brown ap­ 
parently had a valid premonition 
that he would not be governor for 
l l days next January. 
The former Medina mayor, who 
lost the gubernatorial nomination 
in the May primary, said before 
the Nov. 6 election that he “had a 
feeling". 
Brown expressed belief that if 
Democratic Gov, Frank J. Lau- 
ache won a U.S. Senate seat he 
probably would remain governor 
until inauguration day, Jan. 14, 
rather than resign to be sworn 
v hen the Senate meet* Jan. 3. 
Lausche said 
after 
unseating 
GOF Sen. George H. Bender that 
lie would remain as governor un­ 
til Republican Atty. Gen. C. Wil­ 
liam O’Neill, who won the guber­ 
natorial race, was sworn in as his 
successor Jan. 14. 
Associates of the governor said 
he appears determined to serve 
out his fifth full term despite spec­ 
ulation over his role in the expect­ 
ed organization of the U.S. Senate 
again by Democrats. 
Resignation bv I^ausche to be 
come senator automatically would 
elevate Brown to the governorship 
until O’Neill's inauguration 
In that post Brown would have 
full power to hire and fire cabinet 
members and about IOO officials in 
policy-making posts He also could 
fill vacancies on boards and com­ 
missions. make judicial appoint­ 
ments, 
issue 
proclamations and 
perform other duties 
The 42-year-old former state 
highway patrolman didn’t say that 
he would do any of those things if 
he attained his goal of becoming 
governor, even for only ll days. 
But Lauscb# associates asserted 
the governor was apprehensive and 
preferred to lose some seniority in 
the Senate by waiting until after 
Jan. 14 to be sworn 
The delay means that Lausche. 
who is 61 today, may not be called 
on to help organize th# Senate He 
created a atir by hinting that he 
might vote with 
Republicans if 
that would place control of Con­ 
gress rn the party of President 
Eisenhower. 
But election returns showed that 
Democrats 
again 
could 
control 
Senate organization by a paper­ 
thin 
margin 
without 
taking 
a 
chance on Lausche The Democrat­ 
ic House margin Is not in doubt. 
Brown gave no reason for his 
premonition. 
Nor did 
Lausche s 
friends fay why the governor de­ 
cided to stay on. But they indi­ 
cated 
Lausche 
apparently 
was 
well aware that he and Brown 
held divergent political and ad­ 
ministrative views. 
For that reason, if for no other, 
they said, Lausche apparently felt 
it would be “ unthinkable*’ to turn 
over his office to Brown for even 
a brief period. 


Airline Gets 
O K On Stop 
In Portsmouth

Lake Central 
Airlines Tuesday was authorized 
to start serving Portsmouth, Ohio, 
Jan. 8 on its Cincinnati-Columbus 
route. 
The certificate was granted by 
the C ivil Aeronautics Board (CAB! 
whose decision said that Ports* 
nfeuth and the atomic energy plant 
in neighboring Pike County de­ 
serve air transportation. 
Portsmouth has a new airport 
but no commercial airline is al­ 
lowed to land there 
In Its decision, the board noted 
that the bureau of air operations 
had objected to air service for 
Portsmouth on grounds it would 
mean an annual subsidy of $108,000 
to Lake Central. 
The board also said that Lake 
Central estimated the subsidy at 
$24,000 and CAB Examiner John 
Cannon fixed the figure at $50,000. 
Whoever is right, said the board, 
“ we would still feel that the pub­ 
lic benefits from the new service 
are sufficient to justify the result­ 
ant cost to the government. ” 0 
The Lake Central certificate is 
temporary.

only until another case, the Great 
Lakes local service case, is set­ 
tled—or for three years—which­ 
ever period is longer.

WASHINGTON up — Some coal 
industry leaders—concerned over 
rising rail 
freight 
rates — are 
dreaming of shipping millions of 
tons of coal every year through a 
network of pipelines. 
Such a pipeline, through which 
coal is pumped in water, has just 
been completed in Ohio. 
It ex­ 
tends HO miles from Cadiz to 
Cleveland. 
After noting this development, a 
report by the National Coal Assn. 
said today this “ raises the possi­ 
bility that a network of coal pipe­ 
lines may one day be built." 
The network, the report said, 
might 
be 
constructed 
between 
mines “ in West Virginia, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, and other coal pro­ 
ducing states and coal customers 
in Great Lakes, east coast and 
middle west regions." 
The pipeline 
in Ohio, already 
tested and about ready to put into 
operation, was built bv the Pitts­ 
burgh Consolidation Coal Co., big­ 
gest coal company in the world. 
The line will carry about 1,300,- 
000 tons of coal a year, all of it

WASHINGTON 14*—There can be 
no doubt now where the Supreme 
t our! is going, whether or not the 
South likes it, protests it or defies 
it. 
, 
It is going straight down the line 
in banning racial segregation in 
all fields of American life which 
involve public utilities, like buses, 
or the use of tax money, like pub­ 
lic schools 
The court had banned segrega­ 
tion in public schools, in public 
swimming pools, parks and golf 
links: and on buses which cross 
slate 
lines. And Tuesday it ex­ 
tended its ban to buses which op­ 
erate entirely within a state. 
Whether the nine justices will go 
Ro far as to outlaw segregation in 
privately awned enterprises which 
cater to the public — like a rest­ 
aurant — is something for the fu­ 
ture to show. They face no such 
decision soon. 
Nor are they likely to. For Ne­ 
groes, 
fighting 
segregation, 
will 
have their hands full for some 
time trying to get racial discrim­ 
ination ended in the various areas 
where tax money is used. 
The court no doubt — judging 
from the consistency of its opin­ 
ions, although a test case hasn t 
reached it yet — will in time ban 
segregation in public housing 
By the same reasoning the court 
may eventually extend the ban to 
any 
housing 
development 
built 
with government loans or financ­ 
ing since that money comes from 
tax revenue. 
And, since the court has banned 
segregation on buses which o per-1 
ate within a state or cross state 
lines, it can hardly avoid — when 
confronted with a test — banning 
segregation on all railroad trains, 
whether or not they crc** state 
lines. 
The Interstate Commerce Com-j 
mission, 
undoubtedly 
taking its 
cue from recent court decisions, 
ordered railroads and bus com­ 
panies last Nov. 25 to end segre­ 
gation 
in 
interstate 
travel 
and 
banned 
segregation 
in 
waiting 
rooms. 
But IS states have laws requir­ 
ing segregation of whites and Ne­ 
groes who intend to travel across 
state lines. The ICC ruling does j 
not invalidate these laws in so far 
as travel within a state is con­ 
cerned. This mixes up the pic­ 
ture. 
A test of the IGC ruling will 
have to go before the Supreme 
Court for a final ruling and clar­ 
ification. 
Tuesday’s 
decision 
— 
which 
knocked out segregation on buses 
in Montgomery, Ala. — set the 
precedent 
for 
all 
buses 
every­ 
where. 
within 
every 
state. 
The 
other Southern states will not com­ 
ply immediately, of course, any 
more than they did in desegregat­ 
ing their schools. 
They will fight individually but 
In the end. in view of the court’s 
position, 
they 
cannot 
win. 
The 
most 
they 
can 
do, 
unless 
the 
American 
government 
b r e a k s 
down, is to delay compliance.

To Build Dorms 


$60 Million Program 
Given Trustees OK 


COLUMBUS, Oh hi 
— Ohio 
State 
University 
trustees 
have 
authorized 
a 
60 - million • dollar 
dormitory 
construction 
program 
providing 13.500 living units to cope 
with an anticipated 
1960 enroll­ 
ment of 26,500 
The project, which would require 
several years to confplete, will be 
financed through public sale of 40- 
year self-liquidating bonds. 
Carlton S 
Dargusch, a board 
member, said “ we are ready to 
go” on three men’s dormitories, 
south of Baker Hall, providing a 
total of 1.486 beds, and costing 
$8,133,500. 
The general project, estimated 
to 
cost 
$60 485.850, 
will 
include 
projects totaling $48,100,000 listed 
as “ advanced planning," for which 
trustees 
will 
a<-k 
the 
Federal 
Housing 
and 
Home Agency 
for 
money to prepare plans. 
These funds, the trustees were 
advised, will be advanced, upon 
board application, without interest. 
But the federal agency will recoup 
these 
funds 
if 
and 
when 
the 
trustees sell bonds to the public. 
Dargusch 
said 
the 
funds 
ad­ 
vanced by the agency will carry 
an interest rate of 2 per cent, 
but that the sale of the public 
bonds 
may 
involve 
an 
interest 
rate of as much as 4 per cent, 
depending upon bond market con­ 
ditions at the time of sale 
The trustees also plan a new' 
women’s 
dormitory 
on 
W. lith 
Avenue, immediately east of Mack 
and Canfield Halls. This will pro­ 
vide 300 beds and will cost I Mi 
million dollars. 
On W. Woodruff Avenue, trustees 
plan a dormitory to provide for 
4.400 men, at a cost of 22 million 
dollars. They also plan another 600- 
unit dormitory to cost $6,600,000 
immediately north of Am vet Vil­ 
lage. 
Sen. John W 
Bricker, a board 
member termed the trustees’ ac­ 
tion “ the greatest step forward we 
have made in years.”

Huntng To Start Thursday; 
Officials Say: 'Be Careful' 


COLUMBUS. Ohio '* - A s Ohio’s 
hunters prepared to open the ra b ­ 
bit and pheasant seasons Thurs­ 
day, the state division of wildlife 
issued a “ be carefu l” warning. 
The division stressed the fact 
that 19 persona w ere killed last 
fall due to m isuse of firearm s in 
the fields, and that, between Sept. 
15 and Nov. I this y ear, eight more 
died in hunting m ishaps 
Approxim ately 
645.000 
license 
holders killed three million rabbits 
and between 500,000 and 750.000 
pheasants 
last 
fall. 
This 
y e a r’s 
figures are expected to be about 
the sam e. Hunter* a re limited to 
two m ale pheasants and four rab­ 
bits daily. 
The division w arned hunters to 
be careful in handling rabbits be­ 
cause of the threat of tuleremia. 
“ W ear rubber gloves in handling 
rab b its," was the admonition, al­ 
though the division 
said rabbits 
infected with tulerem ia w ere still 
good 
for 
food. 
Most 
soybean 
and 
corn erops 
have been harvested, leaving less 
cover for gam e and also cutting 
the 
num ber of farm s closed 
to 


hunters due to unharvested crops. 
Most pheasants are found in w est­ 
ern Ohio, w here the division said 
practically all crops are in. 
Of last fall’s IOO shooting acci­ 
dents. the division said half w ere 
caused 
by 
m arksm en 
under 
20 
y ears of age, and 37 per cent by 
those with 
less than a y ea r of 
hunting experience. 
Hunting opens 
at 9 
a rn. 
and 
ends at 5 if. rn. during the season. 
W. E. Stuckey, safety specialist 
for the Ohio State University E x ­ 
tension Service, cautioned hunter* 
that “ for a happy hunting season, 
don't be trigger happy." 
He also urged: 
“ T reat every gun with the r e ­ 
spect due a loaded gun. Be sure 
of your target before pulling the 
trigger. N ever point a gun at an y ­ 
thing you 
don t 
want 
to 
shoot. 
N ever clim b a tree or fence with 
a loaded gun. Don't mix gunpow ­ 
d er and alcohol."

‘There has always been discus­ 
sion as to whether the ancient 
earthworks were defensive install­ 
ations or sacred enclosures. Vary­ 
ing opinions have been expressed 
as to their purpose, but Atwater 
made a careful examination of 
these enclosures and pronounced 
them to be w orks of defense. , . . 
“ In describing the mounds, At­ 
water said, in part

“ NEAR the center of the round 
fort was a tumulus of earth, about 
IO feet in height, and several rods 
in diameter at its base. On 
its 
eastern side and exactly six rods 
from it. was a ae mi-circular pave­ 
ment. composed of pebbles, such 
as are now found in the bed of 
the Scioto 
River, 
from 
whence 
they appear to have been brought. 
“ ‘The summit of this tumulus 
was nearly 30 feet in diameter, 
and there was a raised way lo it 
leading from the east, like a mo­ 
dern turnpike. The summit 
was

“ Atwater was present when the 
earth comprising the mound was 
entirely removed and a f t e r care­ 
fully examining the contents,

Each filed separ­ 
ate appeals. 
Latest 
supreme 
court 
action 
was unanimous. 
The tribunal issued a brief or­ 
der which said “ the motion to af­ 
firm is ganted and the judgment 
is affirmed.” 
The order cited 
the 
Supreme 
Court s 1954 decision in the public 
school segregation cases and two 
later orders striking down 
race 
segregation in public parks 
and 
public golf links. 
The special court had ruled that 
segregation on Montgomery, Ala., 
buses violates the federal Constr 
tutton's guarantees of due process 
and equal protection of law, 
In their appeal the city commis­ 
sioners contended the special court 
lacked authority to act. They arg 
ued it should have dismissed the 
complaint in the case filed on be­ 
half of Negro bus riders, or at 
least should have
